Kenosha, Wis., Feb. 24—(/P)— 
Eleven persons were killed and 
at least 100 were injured when a 
Chicago bound passenger train 
of the Chicago, North Shore and 
Milwaukee 
electric 
railroad 
struck.an automobile at a grade 
crossing just north of Kenosha 
late last night and was derailed. 
The automobile was hurled 
directly into the path of a north 
bound freight train, as the five 
cars of the passenger train left 
the track and piled into an eight 
foot ditch. 
• 
The first car or tne passenger 
train, which was travelling near­ 
ly 60 miles an hour, buried its 
nose for many feet in the soft 
mud of the ditch. The car be­ 
hind pield into it. The three rear 
^ars also went into the ditch, 
but their passengers were more 
fortunate than those in the two 
forward cars. 
There were 59 men, women 
and children under treatment at 
two Kenosha hospitals early to­ 
day . 
Their 
injuries 
included 
broken arms, legs and ribs, skull 
fractures, internal injuries and 
bruises. 
The ’condition of at 
least 10 was pronounced critical. 
At least 50 other passengers of 
the train were treated at the 
hospitals and then released. 
It was the first time in 10 
y ears that a passenger on the 
North Shore line had met death 
in an accident, the company 
said. The line has been awarded 
national recognition both for 
speed and safety in recent y ears. 
The Buday automobile was 
travelling on route 43, north­ 
bound, when the passenger train 
bore down along the straight­ 
away stretch. The train struck 
the car squarely , just as the 16- 
car freight train was approach­ 
ing from the south.
